“He has asked for it—here it, 
is,” the Republican nominee shout- 
ed as he waded through a maze 
of quotations in an effort to sup- 
port his contention that “the New 
Deal is afraid of peace and re- 
sorts to wisecracks and vilifica- 
tion.” 

In the most biting language of 
his campaign thus far, Dewey 
slashed back at President Roose- 
velt’s “fraud” and “falsehood” 
speech and said:

Nelson just home from China 
with plans for expanding its war- 
time industry, was scheduled to 
report to President Roosevelt to- 
morrow. 

Although Nelson revealed none 
of the plans worked out with Gen- 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-shek, these 
reports emanated from persons 
close to the WPB chief: 

First, that the trip, generally re- 
garded as a “first aid” economic 
mission to failing China, was suc- 
cessful to the extent that Nelson 
and Chiang reached full agree- 
ment on measures to be taken. 
However, persons familiar with 
the seriousness of the Chinese sit- 
uation reserved judgment on the 
question whether any early im- 
provement is to be anticipated. 

Second, that the mission was 
concerned mainly with finding out 
what suppies and capital goods 
are needed from this country to 
defeat Japan, and only seconda- 
rily concerned with establishing 
China after the war as a self-suf- 
ficient industrial power. 

Third, that Nelson does not 
plan, immediately at least, to re- 
linguish his WPB chairmanship, 
although he may not resume ac- 
tive control of operations. Before 
he left, Nelson indicated to friends 
he would ultimately step down, 
leaving Acting Chairman Krug in 
full command, 

Krug, still occupying Nelson's 
office, has talked with him since 
Nelson's return yesterday, but 
Krug said he had no information 
on the question of Nelson’s return 
to WPB. 

The use of Nelson as a special 

representative of the President in 
a series of missions abroad was 
hinted in other government quar- 
ters. The missions, it was said, 
would be concerned with helping 
reorganize the industrial econo- 
mies of nations badly hit during 
the war, *hrough the use of 
American goods, equipment and 
tools. 
Nelson’s trip to Russia last win- 
ter was so shaped. The WPB 
chairman reportedly returned with 
estimate of the number of loco- 
motives, steel rails and other 
items which the Soviet would 
need after the war. 

The WPB chairman is expected 
to confer with military and state 
department officials most of this 
— after reporting to Mr. Roose- 
velt.

‘40-41 Blitz Damage 
Revealed by London 


LONDON, Sept. 25.—(#)—Ex- 
tensive damage and casualties 
were caused in England's largest 
cities, including London, when the 
Germans dropped land mines and 
bombs containing one and two 
tons of explosives by parachute 
during the six months of intensive 
night raids in the winter of 1940- 
41, it was disclosed today as the 
government relaxed long-standing 
censorship rules.

Checks.for $20 each were mailed 
yesterday to eight discharged 
Georgia soldiers, first payments 
in the state, for unemployment 
compensation, under the GI bill 
of rights. 

Marion Williamson, director of 
the Georgia Bureau of Unemploy- 
ment Compensation, said several 
more would be mailed tomorrow. 

“Considering that 50,000 Geor- 
gians have been discharged,” Wil- 
liamson said, “the small number 
of claims indicates that returning 
servicemen are being, absorbed 
into jobs rapidly.” 

Georgia law precludes making 
public the names, but Williamson 
said they went to men in Swains- 
boro, Dublin, Waycross and At- 
lanta. 

Some delays, Williamson said, 
are experien in putting 
through claims, because the sol- 
diers do not present all their 
papers at the time they make ap- 
plication. 

Under regulations of the GI bill 
of. rights, honorably discharged 
soldiers, sailors and Marines, are 
entitled to $20 a week for specified 
periods of time until they find em- 
ployment. The number of weeks 


payments will be made, William-’ 


son said, depends on length of 
service, ranging from eight weeks 
for 90 days service or more up to 
52 weeks for 12 months or more of 
active service. 

Men serving less than 90 days. 
unless they have service connected 
disabilities, are not entitled to 
compensation under the plan, Wil- 
liamson declared.

U-Boat Attacks 
East Coast Ship 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 25.— 
(UP)—The first officially report- 
ed action by U-boats off the east 
coast since last December was dis- 
closed by the Navy today in an- 
nouncing that a U. S. merchant- 
man recently survived a torpedo 
attack as well as the Atlantic hur- 
ricane to each safety at Norfolk, 
Virginia. 

The medium sized vessel was 
hit off the North Carolina coast 
and was damaged so severely that 
it had to be taken in tow. The 
hurricane struck on the way to 
port on September 14, but the ves- 
sel rode it out even though two 
escorting coast guard cutters, the 
Jackson and Bedloe, were lost.

Survivors said 
the U-boat fire’ two torpedoes, 
but the first one missed. The sub- 
marine then surfaced, but was 
forced to submerge by fire of the 
guncrew.

The End in Sight in Italy 


Among all the good news coming these 
days from the European arena of war, 
there is none better than that from the 
Italian battlefront. 


As this is written, units of Gen. Clark’s 
Fifth Army have smashed the strongest 
portion of the Gothic line, while other 
troops of the British Eighth Army are 
rapidly driving down the wide Po valley. 
The two forces appear to be planning to 
meet at Bologna, trapping all German 
forces in the Gothic defenses east of the 
Futa Pass. 


It took the Germans nine months to 
build this defense system, which they 
boasted was impregnable. It took only 
nine days for American troops to smash it. 


The Germans are reported to be fleeing 
en route from the eastern portion of the 
line. Complete disintegration of Kessel- 
ring’s armies is altogether possible. 


The Allied forces which have battled 
for so long up the difficult Italian terrain 
have been, to a certain extent, overshad- 
owed by the more spectacular campaigns 
in France and Belgium. Yet there has 
been, nowhere in all the war, a more diffi- 
cult tactical and operational problem than 


Dr. Michael Hoke 


Few men in the medical profession 
have left deeper impress upon their times 
than Dr. Michael Hoke, who died at his 
home in Beaufort, S. C., on Sunday. 


A native of North Carolina, Dr. Hoke 
began the practice of his profession in At- 
lanta. That was in 1897. He became one 
of the outstanding orthopaedic surgeons of 
his time. 


ile was one of the founders of the At- 

lanta Scottish Rite Hospital for Crippled 
Children, the first of the 15 similar Shrine 
hospitals now scattered over the country. 
He was chairman emeritus of the advisory 


that posed in Italy. Allied troops have 
had there the heart-breaking task of cap- 
turing, one by one, a Jong series of moun- 
tainous heights, each studded with the best 
the Germans could provide in pillboxes, 
concrete and other set defenses.

They might turn to the east, joining 
with the Red armies and the forces of 
Marshal Tito now clearing the Germans 
out of the Balkans. They could turn 
west and, moving north through France, 
add their weight to the weight of Allied 
arms already storming through the Sieg- 
fried line. 


Whatever they may do, let us never for- 
get they have fought and won a campaign 
so difficult many high military authorities 
thought it impossible. ;

33 modern freezer locker plants. Fifteen 
more are under construction. This is an 
increase of 60 per cent in the past six 
months. Meanwhile, requests for priori- 
ties are on file from many other com- 
munities which plan to construct the plants 
as soon as material is available. 


plants, to which will be added 
many more when the war ends, will have 
a really profound influence on the future 
of Georgia. Pigs and beef may be killed 
and stored at any time in the year. Sur- 
plus poultry, eggs, fruits, vegetables and 
berries may be put away for use when de- 
sired. It is perfectly possible to have fresh 


strawberries, taken from the freezer, dur- 
ing any winter month. The same is true 
of green beans or peas or almost any other 
vegetable. 


Freezing is the best method for pre- 
serving most foods. When communities 
and families are able to use freezer lockers 
it means a real saving on foods, since sur- 
pluses are not wasted, and it means a very 
real improvement in diet and health. When 
home units are available the winter diets 
of thousands will be changed and im- 
proved. 


It is good to see Georgia go forward in 
this new food preserving’ program in 
which we, with other southern states, trail 
the farm states of other regions.

For many generations the affairs 
of England and the Empire have 
been managed by a small upper 
class. The boys are sent to ex- 
clusive private schools, graduated 
from one of the great universities, 
and then absorbed into that part 
of the government which isn’t af- 
fected by elections. As they grow 
older and gain power, they ap- 
point their own kind of another 
generation. They earn their pow- 
er, for they are England's best 
trained men and their one ambi- 
tion and concern is to serve. 

Germany, also, has long been 
ruled by a small upper class. For 
a thousand years the Junker have 
been lords of big estates in Prus- 
sia, getting their revenue from the 
labor of serflike peasants who 


farm their lands, cut their timber 
and tend their cattle. 


Few careers are open to men of 
this type, and long ago the Junker 
began to train their sons for pub- 
lic service—chiefly in the army. 
They are few in number, but no- 
where else will you find a group 
that combines in such measure thé 
qualities of intelligence, self-disci- 
plined tough-minded loyalty to 
their caste, and selfless devotion 
to duty. Whatever the cost may 
be, their one concern is to serve 
the state. 

Their ruthlessness and love of 
war are abominations to us, but 
we grant their efficiency. While 
soft men are guided only by de- 
sire, these are guided only by 
duty. The thing to remember is 
not their upper class breeding or 
even their intelligence, but their 
absolute discipline and their sin- 
gle-minded devotion to service. 


Two thousand years ago a few 
humble and uneducated men in a 
conquered, land established a new 
religion despite all the power of 
mighty Rome. They were self- 
disciplined and their one desire 
was to serve. Their devotion to 
duty was absolutely selfless. They 
could not be defeated, for, like the 
Russians at Stalingrad, they were 
willing to die. 


The so-called Communists, 
though everywhere a minority, 
were able to influence and often 
dominate greater numbers because 
they were trained, completely dis- 
ciplined and passionately devoted 
to their cause. The Underground 
in Europe succeeded for the same 
reason. 


While men have no concern 
above their own profit and glory, 
as in China and France before the 
war, their nation will be like a 
tree that is rotten within and 
ready to fall in the first storm. 


But there is no limit to the pow- 
er for good or evil that can be 
developed by a few intelligent 
men who are completely disci- 
plined, selfless, and willing to 
sacrifice everything else to serve 
their cause. That kind of men 
will dominate the world in the 
coming years while others drift.

| WASHINGTON — After hearing President 

1 Roosevelt’s first entirely political speech of the 

N campaign no one can deny that he is still the 
master politico of them all, or say that he has lost any of his old 
time vigor and cunning. 

It was on a par with his best performances of the past. Some 
observers thought that it even exceeded in effectiveness 
he has done heretofore. Certainly it was a masterpiece of sar- 
casm and satire. 


The best proof of this is the immediate response it brought 
from Gov. Thomas E. Dewey, the President's youthful opponent 
whose war record and campaign utterances were ripped to shreds 
by the speech. 

Dewey was evidently so enraged over the speech that he an- 
nounced afterward that henceforth he would feel free to handle 
the President with gloves off. Now that is precisely what every 
candidate for public office wants. Because the madder his oppo 
nent gets the more likely he is to blunder into ble 
charges and statements which will prove his undoing in cam- 


paign. 

Despite the war’s preoccupation it may be that we are headed 
for one of our old-fashioned rough-and-tumble presidential cam- 
paigns. If Dewey is half as mad as he pretends to be—and well 
he might be-—then we are in for a fight where no punches are 
pulled. The campaign could be a honey from here out. 


A th Who can say that that is not exactly what the President 
Paty ‘would have?

No Assessments for Mr. Hyde 


Now and again the eriticism is. 
made of these dispatches that they 
are not specific but general in 
their condemnation of oppression 
of the individual worker by the 
union system which Mr. Roosevelt 
built up as a political auxiliary of 
his party. eneral charges are 
protested, but, on the other hand, 
specific cases when they are pre- 
sented in detail, are minimized as 
trifling irregularities, painful to 
the individual victim but inevit- 
able in a system embracing mil- 
lions of workers. 

At the risk of evoking the latter 
answer, I should like to present, 
nevertheless, the case of an Ameri- 
can worker of the San Francisco

He was drawing 
$139.30 for a seven-day week for 
work which would not tax the in- 
telligence of an eighth grade alum- 
nus nor the strength of a girl. 

Mr, Hyde was a member of the 
Ship Clerks’ Association, a sub- 
sidiary of the Longshoresmen’s 
Union of the CIO, whose president 
is Harry Bridges, the Australian 
Communist. After a long and ex- 
pensive investigation and hearing, 
paid for by the loyal American 
people through their taxes, a de- 

rtation order was issued against 

ridges, but it has been suspended 
and in time, if President Roose- 
velt should be re-elected, it will 
be cancelled and, like the Russian 
Communist wife of Earl Browder, 
who, also was ordered out of the 
country, Bridges will be allowed 
to go to Canada and “re-enter” and 
presently to acquire citizenship. 


Incidentally, Mr. Hyde, like 
many other Americans, has been 
compelled to pay two assessments 
of $1 each for a “defense fund” 
for Bridges, although Bridges’ de- 
fense was conducted by the Com- 
munists employing the services of 
their own legal experts and there 
would appear to have been only 
negligible expenses. Similar de- 
tense“ funds, collected in all un- 
ions under Communist control os- 
tensibly in the behalf of various 
persecuted individual comrades, 
have: become Communist party 
unds. 


ceived a letter from the executive 
committee of his local ordering 
him to appear at the next meeting 
and answer charges of “un-union- 
like conduct” on the job. There 
was attached a copy of a letter 
from the business agent to the 


secretary which said two fellow 
workers on the dock had heard 
Mr. Hyde make “several state- 
ments regarding unions and their 
activities which we do not con- 
sider proper from anyone seeking 
membership.” Mr. Hyde was not 
a full member but a probationer 
working under permit from a un- 
ion governed by a Communist on 
a vital war job, in defense of his 
own country. 

Mr. Hyde appeared and was 
charged with having declared his 
intention to give $5 to Tom Dew: 
ey’s campaign fund because he 
had received two notices of assess- 
ments of $1 each for Mr. Roose 
velt’s campaign fund, collected by 
Sidney Hillman’s Political Action 
Committee, the current guise of 
the Communist party. These con- 
tributions to Mr. Roosevelt’s cam- 
paign fund were compulsory. All 
workers failing to contribute to 
the fourth-term. campaign were 
subject to dismissal from their 
vital war jobs at a time when Paul 
McNutt, the War Manpower Com- 
missioner, has issued an illegal or- 
der freezing men and women to 
their jobs and forbidding them to 
transfer without permission of the 
Roosevelt government. 

Mr. Hyde’s defense seems to 
have been dispirited and desul- 
tory. He merely said he was op- 
posed to the collection of com- 
pulsory payments to President 
Roosevelt's campaign fund and 
added “nobody is going to tell me 
how to vote. My people have been 
in this country since. 1635.” 


At that, one of the union offi- 
cials said: “Oh, so you think — 
are better than we are,“ and Mr. 
Hyde made no answer. 

A few days later, after he had 
worked three hours, a business 
agent put him off the job and 
cancelled his union permit. This 
means he cannot work in any oth- 
er war job under CIO control be- 
cause a man dismissed for “un- 
unionlike conduct” in one CIO 
union is ineligible for member- 
shop, or even temporary status 
under permit, in another.

35 shillings ($7) for a married 
couple and 20 shillings ($4) for a 
single person. 

Unemployment benefits would 
be paid for a limit of 30 weeks 
continuously, plus additional days 
with a good record of previous 
employment. 

The basis for most argument in 
the house of commons and the 
press is expected to hinge on com- 
parisons between this and the 
Beveridge plan. 


PLANS COMPARED 

For example, the Beveridge plan 
calls for a family allowance of 
eight shillings ($1.60) instead of 
five shillings ($1) for each child 
after the first. He called for 
weekly contributions from. the 
main class of workers of four 
shillings, three pence (about 86 
cents). The government proposes 
three shillings, 10 pence (about 
76 cents). 

Beveridge's retirement pensions 
give five shillings ($1). He pro- 
posed no special benefits for or- 
phans while the government does. 
Beveridge proposed a 10-pound 
($40) marriage grant but the gov- 
ernment proposes none. 

The cost of the government's 
proposal will rise from year to 
year. From the $2,600,000,000 for 
the first year it is expected to 
rise to $2,924,000,000 10 years lat- 
er and ultimately to $3,224,000,000 
in 1975. 

Government actuaries figure on 
16 pensioners per 100 contributors 
in 1945 and 31 pensioners per 100 
in 1975. 

SOCIOLOGISTS PERTURBED 

The actuaries’ figures confirm 
something that had perturbed so- 
ciologists for a long time—the 
prospects of Britain’s superannu- 
ated people increasing out of pro- 
portion to younger ones in the 
next few decades. 

For purposes of the social se- 
curity plan all of Britain’s people 
would be divided into six cate- 
gories—employed workers, self- 
employed workers, housewives, 
others of working age not earn- 
ing money, children and grownups 
above working age. 

The main drafters of the gov- 
ernment plan were Lord Woolton, 
minister of reconstruction; Ernest 
Bevin, labor minister: Henry U. 
Willink, minister of health, and 
Sir William Jowitt.

oslovak border, Gen. Ivan Petrov’s 
Fourth Ukraine Army units yes- 
terday widened their hold on the 
approaches to the various passes 
leading into Slovakia along a 25- 
mile front. 

On the west they seized Jab- 
lonki, six miles from the frontier 
just above Cigna pass. Nineteen 
miles to the east other; units took 
Loma, 10 miles from fhe frontier 
on a route leading into Uzok pass. 
In between these points they over- 
came dense Nazi minefields and 
other obstacles and captured Sme- 
rek, Wetlina and Berehy-Gurne, 
all between three and four miles 
from the frontier. 

Farther west of these threat- 
ened passes the Russians were 
said to have streamed through the 
Lupkow and perhaps Dukla pass 
in their effort to knock Hungary 
out of the war. Berlin broadcasts 
told of “fluctuating fighting“ for 
control of these passes. 

Haapsalu, 63 miles southwest of 
Tallinn, Estonian capital, and 45 
miles below Paldiski, captured 
Sunday, was among 800 localities 
taken yesterday. 

Kussiku, only two miles from 
the Latvian border, and 65 miles 
above Riga, was the southernmost 
point reached by units which 
fought their way down the curv- 
ing eastern side of the gulf from

Homma, former commander in the 
Philippines, called upon the Fili- 
pinos “to rise as one to crush 
American aggressors.” 

Malakal harbor in the heart of 
Palau was brazenly shelled by a 


cruiser from Adm. Halsey’s force, 


while a destroyer teamed with 
four gunboats in knocking out 15 
enemy landing craft attempting to 
reinforce Japanese troops on Pele- 
liu island in the Palau group. 


The Chinese high command an- 
nounced bitter fighting in prog- 
ress all along the southeast Nhina 
battle front. Japanese forces driv- 
ing southward along the railroad 
directly toward Kweilin were still 
halted about 40 miles from their 
objective. Bombers and fighters 
from the 14th Air Force swept 
over the Chinese battle zones in 
support of ground troops.

Children Need 
Self-Assurance 


(Jimmie was so terrified at 
the sound of ad vacuum sweeper 
that he went into a hysterical 
fit. Don’t permit your children 
to remain slaves of such foolish 
frights. Train them to be calm 
and self-assured. Save this Case 
Record for your scrapbook as 
an example of how to “re-condi- 
tion” a person.) 


CASE D-262: Jimmie B., aged 4, 
is a precocious child. 

“But he is terrified at the 
sound of a vacuum sweeper,” his 
brunette mother informed me. 

“He will scream and grow rigid 
in my arms. Indeed, he has grown 
so hysterical at times that I have 
feared he was in a convulsion of 
some sort, 

“Once I called the doctor about 
Jimmie, and the doctor finally had 
to throw ice water in his face to 
bring him out of his fit of terror. 

“Dr, Crane, how can we help 
him get over this fear?” 


DIAGNOSIS 

According to Dr. John B. Wat- 
son’s extensive investigation of 
young babies, there are only two 
native or inborn fears. 

An infant seems to dread loud 
noises and the feeling of falling. 
All other fears must be learned. 

Jimmie’s aversion to the vacuum 
cleaner thus has been acquired. 
His mother didn’t know how it 
started, but we know that every 
emotional reaction has a begin- 


ning in some specific situation. 

Maybe the maid startled him by 
turning on the motor unexpected- 
ly while he was already under the 
tension of knowing his mamma 
was away from the house. 


Anyway, Jimmie has developed 
a Specific emotional habit with ref- 
erence to the noise of the vacuum 
sweeper. Like a golfer’s slicing 
the ball, this is a bad habit,. so 
we must try to uproot it and sub- 
stitute a more wholesome habit in 
its place. 

This process is called “recondi- 


tioning” of the child to the sound 
of the vacuum sweeper. 


We must a! Jimmie to associate 
pleasure and fun with that noise, 
instead of hid present fear and 
panic. 

But how? Well, a child nor- 
mally is very fond of his parents. 
He feels happy and expansive 
when they are around. So let’s 
begin by having his parents play 
a game with Jimmie in which the 
vacuum sweeper participates. 


We'll let it be quiet during the 
first stages ef the game. And also 
encourage Jimmie to push it after 
his father. It might be regarded 
as a tank or bombing plane. 

After several days of such play, 


on the motor, under the rule that 
the noise is the sound of machine 
guns blasting the enemy. 

Let his father be the enemy 
while Jimmie turns the vacuum 
sweeper in his direction and 
launches an attack. 


LIKE THEIR OWN NOISE 

Children are not greatly disturb- 
ed by noise, if they themselves are 
making the noise and thus feel no 
uncertainty about its origin and 
meaning. 

Many nuisance fears that devel- 
op in childhood are traceable to 
loud noises, such as a dog’s vig- 
orous barking or Jimmie’s fear of 
the vacuum sweeper. 


But more fundamental than the 
noise, is probably the child’s gen- 
eral nervous tension at the mo- 
ment. This is based on his fear 
that he may be torn away from 
his parents or his familiar en- 
vironment and thrust into a 
strange situation. 

Don't let your child be a slave 
to foolish fears when you can ban- 
ish them in a few weeks by the 
“reconditioning” method outjined 
today.
